Mr. Hess was not at home but Mrs. Hess 
answered the call, and was then, it is al- 
leged, he attempted the assault on Mrs. 
Hess. 


Com. vs. John Kauffman, charge, seri- 


eus offense. Verdict of gtiilty brought in. 
, A subpoena was awarded in the divorce 
proceedings of Irene Matthews against J. 
A. Matthews, who is charged with deser- 
tion. 


Harvey Hartman, the employe of the 


Gettysburg furniture factory who collect- 
ed a sum of money among the other work- 
men to give as a present to Truman Beard, 
and used the cash in a pleasure trip, was 
discharged after having paid $10 of the 
amount and agreeing to pay $3 a week un- 
til the amount is paid back. Hartman has 
been out of jail on bail,

was resumed on Tuesday morning. 


Franklin P. Lloyd, 05 years old, a wide- 


ly known cigar manufacturer and farmer, 
of York County, committed suicide Thurs- 
day afternoon, following an aggravated 
attack of grippe which continued for three 
weeks, by shooting himself in the abdomen 
and slashing himself across the throat, se- 
"ering the windpipe. Either wound would 
have been sufficient to produce drath. 
Lloyd chose as a time to end his life when 
his wife and son, David, were in the barn, 
and placing a revolver against his body, 
presumably directed at his heart, dis- 
charged it. The aim proved poor, and 
Lloyd then with a razor, with which he 
shaved himself during the afternoon slash- 
ed himself across the throat. 
This effort 


was not bungled and death was almost in- 
stantly.

The state workmen's 
compensation 


board has adopted a ruling requiring the 
state to pay all compensation liabilities 
caused by the injury or death of public 
officers in any county who arc on the pay 
roll of the state. County officials who arc 
paid directly or indirectly by counties or 
by any officer thereof for service to the 
county are to be paid by the county. The 
ruling includes all deputies, clerks, assess- 
ors, constables, jurymen, witnesses for the 
state in criminal cases and like employes. 
Another ruling adopted is that the owner 
of a threshing machine doing work on a 
farm not his own, for hire is liable to his 
engineer and those helpers whom he em- 
ployes to run the machine.

Candy for the Children. 
Dates are most wholesome for a 
sweetmeat or for various combina­ 
tions in candy. 
The following Is 
worth having on hand to sui^oly the 
desire of the young for sweets. 
To 
two cupfuls of date pulp, which has 
been put through the iinest knife of 
the chopper, use two large tablespoon­ 
fuls of nut butter, mix thoroughly, 
knead a short time, then roll out to 
about three-fourths of an Inch In 
thickness and cut in cubes. 
Roll in 
oiled paper. 
This nut and fruit com­ 
bination will keep some time. 


Fondant. 
Fondant is the foundation for all 
French candles and Is very simple and 
easy to make. 
Use two cupfuls of 
granulated sugar to ’ a quarter of a 
cupful of water and a tablespoonful of 
corn sirup or glucose to keep the 
sirup from graining. Boil until a soft 
ball is formed wheu dropped in wa­ 
ter, then set away to cool until just 
warm, when the stirring begins. 
Stir 
until -it Is white and waxy, then re­ 
move to a well-buttered bowl, cover 
with a buttered paper and keep in a 
cooi place for a day or two, when it 
l)is ready to make up Into n thousand 
and one different candies. 
« 
By the addition of a bit of pink 
color and a few drops of oil of win- 
tergreen and melting the mixture over 
hot water, the small winter-green pat­ 
ties may be made. Drop the mixture 
by spoonfuls'^on a buttered sheet and 
allow to stand until hard before re­ 
moving. If peppermint is wanted, tint 
with green or flavor without tinting 
and proceed as above. 


A most delicious nougat is made by 
adding' chopped raisins, dates, nuts 
and flgs, to the nougat, molding In a 
small wafer box. - When it is firm cut 
in slices. 
Nut brittle of any kind of 
nuts is made by melting granulated 
«ugar in a smooth steel frying pan 
until It is light brow’n, then stir in 
the nuts and pour into a buttered pan. 


Peanut Candy. 
Put t^vo pounds of light brown sugar 
with six ounces or twelve tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter Into a smooth frying 
pan, stir and melt and the first bubble 
Is the signal to look at the cloclc. Let 
it cook, stirring constantly, over a 
moderate heat for eight minutes, then 
pour into a buttered pan well covered 
with peanuts which hcive been crushed 
with a rolling pin, until they are like 
coarse bread crumbs. 
A cupful of 
shelled peanuts Is^ suillcient for this 
amount. 


.Nuggets. 
Cook togetlw* a cupful each of white 
and brown sugar and a half cupful of 
water to the soft ball stage; add a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of soda, just 
as It Is taken off, stir In a half cup­ 
ful of nuts and pour over a well-beaten 
egg white, .and beat until firm enough 
to drop by spoonfuls on a buttered 
sheet.

Wood is Staple Article of 
Diet in Parts of Siberia 


Wood in a certain form is a common 
and constant article of food In all sec­ 
tions of Siberia where tho Yakut lives. 
jS’orth of Verehoyansk, except in a 
few sheltered valleys, there is little 
food, aside from lhat afforded by fish, 
than that furnlshet^l'y tho larch. The. 
natives eat it, however, because (hey 
like it. 
Even In sections where fish 
may be had, wood usually forms a part 
of tho native’s evening meal, as the 
many cleanly-stripped larch logs near 
every hut testify. 
The natives strip off the thick layers 
immediately under the bark of a larch 
log and, chojiping it fine, mix it with 
snow. 
It is then boiled in a kettle. 
Sometimes a bit of fish roe is added, 
and, in southern sections, cow’s milk 
or butter.

The 
dried slimy residue contains ten to 
twelve per cent of it— a sufficiently 
large proportion lo justify the indus- 
trial treatment of these residues. 


English Lawns as War Maps. 


It is often difficult to comprehend 


from a small map the significance of 
different movements and the strategic 
value of certain positions in the pres- 
ent European war, because of the vast 
territory 
involved. Seeking to get 


around this difficulty, several English 
lawns have been experimentally con 
verted into large scale, open air maps. 
On these huge plats onfc can actually 
stroll up and down the "firing line," 
observe how close one's position is to 
that of the enemy, and, in general, 
pain a comprehensive idea of progress 
in'warring operations. Small national 
flags mark the positions each country's 
armies occupy and the towns are indi- 
cated by small posts, also appropriate 
ly flagged. Colored tape, staked down 
at intervals, shows the location of riv 
ers, and small stones set in the sod 
spell out names of the various dis- 
tricts.—Popular Mechanics Magazinu.

Sharrah Acquitted 


On Third Ballot. 


A verdict of "Not Guilty" was returned 


on Friday evening in the case of Oliver 
Sharrah, charged with the murder of Peter 
I. Deardorff, after the jury had deliberated 
about four hours. The case began on Mon- 
day, January 24th. Court convened at 
9:53 o'clock on Friday evening to receive 
the verdict and the room was jammed to 
the doors; special officers, who were piaced 
on duty in the halls, turned away scores. 
The court house bell was rung to convene 
court. 


Sharrah appeared as calm as usual tho 


as the moments passed he fidgeted in his 
chair. As the words freeing Sharrah came 
from Foreman Fitz, a murmur of approval 
spread over the court room and the Court 
was forced to rap for silence. The prisoner 
arose in his seat a moment after the ver- 
dict was announced and turned to the jury 
with a smile of gratitude. He was restrain- 
ed by his Lawyers from leaving his seat be- j 
fore court had adjourned. Relatives and 
friends jumped across the railing at the 
bar and congratulated him. 
j 


Judge McPherson finished his charge to 


the jury at 5:10 o'clock, and shortly after- 
ward the jurors retired. Three ballots 
were required to reach the verdict of ac- 
quittal. On the first one taken the vote 
stood, nine for acquittal and three for 
manslaughter; on the second eleven voted 
for acquittal and one for manslaughter, 
\\hile the third ballot found a unanimous 
vote. 


Sharrah will hardlv go back to the moun- 


tain home for some time. Sentiment, gen- 
erally, was decidedly in favor of Sharrah, 
but in the upper part of the count}-, prin- 
cipally in Franklin township.sciitimeut was 
in favor of conviction. 


With tears in his ej'es, the prisoner was 


on the verge of collapse before he left the 
room. Outside the court house, and when 
taken to the home of Joseph Galbraith. a 
brother-in-law, where he will remain with 
his mother for a few days, Sharrah broke 
down, cried like a child aud had to be sup- 
ported by friends. Throughout the trial 
he has shown a calm demeanor even in the 
most trying moments refusing to be affect- 
ed by the terrible strain upon him. 


The gray haired mother of Sharrah 


awaited him at the home of Mr. Galbraith 
and he was hurried to her side. Mrs. 
Sharrah, a woman about 78 years old, col- 
lapsed on Thursday afternoon and since 
has not been able to leave the house. A 
relative declared Friday evening, "Had 
the verdict been other than this I arn 
afraid she would not have lived." 


The wife of Sharrah was not in the court 


room when the verdict wj'S brought in. 


On motion from Attorney Swope the 


prisoner was discharged by the Court at 
10 o'clock. Judge McPherson discharged 
the jury with the thanks of the Court for 
their work during this long and tedious 
trial. Attorneys Swope and Benner thank- 
ed the jurors for their verdict after they 
had been dismissed. 


Conclusion of the Trial. 


The Commonwealth scored a-surprise in 


the Sharrah trial on Tuesday afternoon 
when it placed on the el'md in rebuttal an 
eye-witness to the killing of Peter Dear- 
dorff, in the person of Harvey Sharrah, 
the 10-year-old son of Mrs. Oliver Shar- 
rah. It had been the general impression 
that the only actual witnesses were Shar- 
rah and his wife, and that the story of the 
events that immediately prccecdcd the 
tragedy, that was told by them would be 
the only information given the court on 
that subject. The boy's as well as some 
of the statements made by him that varied 
from the story told by Oliver Sharrah, put 
a new interest in the proceedings. His 
story, told under questioning by Attorney 
Keith, differed from that of Oliver Shar- 
rah in the respect that he said Deardorff 
came to the Sharrah home while they were 
unhitching the horse and helped carry the 
packages into the house; it apparently 
contradicted the statement made by Shar- 
rah that he and his wife went up stairs to 
bed, leaving Deardorff in the kitchen, and 
he stated that from a position at the head 
of the stairs he saw Deardorff and his 
mother both standing on the landing when 
the fatal shot was fired. Sharrah said the 
woman was in the back room with him, 
trying to take the gun from him, when he 
firod over her shoulder. 


In cross examination at the morning ses- 


sion, Harvey Sharrah, changed in many 
respects, his story given in testimony-in- 
chief. When Attorney Swope had finished 
with him, the only point on which his 
statements differed from those of the de- 
fendant was that Dcardorff had come 
home on the evening of October 9th with 
the family and had helped carry some 
things into the house. In his testimony- 
in-chief the boy stated his mother and 
Deardorff were standing on the landing at 
the foot of the stai^ and the shot was fir- 
ed from the back room. Under question- 
ing of Attorney Swope he said that Mrs. 
Sharrah was in the back room just before 
and just after the shot was fired but at the 
actual moment the gun was discharged 
was in the back room with Sharrah. The 
boy stated he saw Deardorff standing on 
the landing, stooping towards the back 
room slightly with his right hand behind 
him in a threatening attitude. He stag- 
gered into the kinchen and Mrs. Sharrah 
was with him then. The boy returned to 
bed after that. He testified of having 
heard loud talking, interspersed with 
swearing, in'the room shortly after he and 
his sister had gone to bed. He stated he 
had often heard Deardorff and Sharrah ar- 
guing and that Deardorff had refused to 
stay away from the house when ordered 
to. He declared he had heard Deardorff's 
threat on Olivor Sharrah, "I'll knock your 


block off", and heard him say, "I'm 


not afraid of you even if you do have a 
gun". 
Following a long argument permis- 


sion was granted to the prosecution to ask 
the boy what had induced him to testify 
differently than on the day before. The 
attorney failed to get the answer from the 
boy. The greater part of the afternoon 
was taken up with the argument of the 
admissibility of the testimony of witnesses 
in rebuttal to contradict the story of Shar- 
ran, but examination of the stenographer's 
records convinced the Court that the pros- 
ecution's offers could not be sustained in 
most instances. 


Affairs in the trial took a sudden turn 


on Thursday morning when announce- 
ment was made that the case had been 
closed and all witnesses were excused. 
The Commonwealth had subpoenied about 
20 people whose testimony was not taken. 
The whole morning was consumed in sub- 
mitting the points of defense. 
Mr. Hvrsh, 


for the Commonwealth was selected to ad- 
dress the jury first at the resumption of 
the session in the afternoon. He was fol- 
lowed by Messrs. Swope and Benner for 
the defense, and Mr. Keith, employed by 
the county, made the closing speech. 


Hon. George J. Benner, chief of the de- 


fondant's counsel, made the final plea for 
the life of tfharrah, and it is said to have 
been one of the most remarkable picas 
ever heard in the Adams County Court. 
Mr. Benner spoke for t\vo hours, and \\ith 
such intensity of feeling was the address 
delivered, that there was not a stir in the 
court room, every eye being glued, as it 
were on the attorney for the defense. 


Family Sadly Separated. 


About twelve years ago, Paul Brown, a 


son of the late Solomon and Anna M. 
Brown, of Carlisle street, married a lady 
from York county. Soon afterwards they 
located in a New York town, where he was 
engaged in cigarmaking. They got along 
well and lived happily until a little more 
than a year ago, when, from some un- 
known cause, his mind became effected 
and he was obliged to relinquish his trade. 
Eleven months ago Mr. Brown, with his 
wife and five children, came here to make 
their home with his mother, in the hope 
that his condition might improve. The 
mother, died last fall, and the son, instead 
of regaining his normal condition, grew 
weaker, until it became such, that in fear 
that he might do himself or family bodily 
harm, his friends had him removed to the 
State Asylum, at Harrisburg, on the ISth 
of December. Latest reports from that 
institution are to the effect that there is 
no improvement in his condition Mrs. 
Brown, the wife, being unable to care lor 
and support the children, ranging in age 
from 18 months to 10 years, was obliged 
to seek shelter and assistance at the Coun- 
ty Home, at Gettysburg, to which place 
they were removed on Saturday.

The man wiio Invented and installed 
the first steam foghorn died blind and 
in poverty despite his varied attaln- 
niiMits and acliievemonts In widely 
differing fields. 
He was John Foulis, 
a Scotchman, wiio came to St. John, 
N. B., in the early years of the last 
century. 
An interesting description of this 
versatile Scot is given In a paper read 
before the St, John Historical society 
l^y William Murdoch. 
0. E. JMurdoch 
says of Foulis: 
“He was a nephew of the bj’otlioj's 
Rt)bert and Andrew Foulis of Glas­ 
gow, printers and publishers, whose 
productions were the admiration of 
all their contemporaries, and whose 
edition of Horace, inibiished in 174i, 
W'as liung up sheet by sheet, in Glas­ 
gow. and a reward olTered for the dls- 
covojw of a single error. 
“Tills scion of an intelligent breed 
Avas a graduate of (^iasgow unlver- 
sil3^ After various experiences when 
a young juan, even to serving as sur­ 
geon on a whaling ship, he finally set­ 
tled in St. John and became a land 
surveyor, artist, analytical 
chemist 
and a civil and mechanical enginc^er. 
His survey of the IMver St. John is 
still in vogue in the Crown land of­ 
fice of this province. 
His chemieal 
knowledge 
ranged 
from 
analyzing 
ores to making his own whisky when 
overtaken by adversity, _ 
“WJiile operatijig as a jnechanlcal 
engineer and owning a foundry lie en- 
gined the first steam ferryboat 
to 
cross St, JoJui harbor, besidi»s the Jirst 
steahj craft to ply the St. John ri\er. 
Later oji, wJieji JMr. Foulis was the on- 
gijieer of the liglit and signal service 
of the governnient of New Brunswick, 
his principal charge being Partridge 
isiand 
(at tlie Juirbor’s entrance),

Government Reward* Have Only Had 


the Effect of Adding to Their 


Number, and the Problem Has 


Become Serious. 


"The mongoose pest is becoming 


really serious; it is worse than ever,' 
writes a Trinidad correspondent to a 
British paper. 


Formerly, he says, the government 


gave a substantial reward for each 
body or tail produced, but no sub- 
stantial reduction resulted 
Some en- 


terprising peasants were suspected of 
making a successful minor industry 
by breeding the mongoose, and m one 
ward it was established that an inno- 
cent warden had paid for the same 
tails over and over again. 
As soon 


as bought they were burled, only to 
be dug up and sold again m the morn- 
ing. 


Another amusing, if expensive, thing 


occurred in this connection In two ad- 
joining wards an experiment was 
tried. At one they gave a flat rate— 
75 cents each—male or female 
At 


another the price was $1 for the fe- 
male and 50 cents for the male. 


After some time it dawned on the 


official purchasers that there was a 
great preponderance of females in tho 
latter ward. Th« simple peasant had 
again proved one too many for the au- 
thorities. Inquiry proved that all the 
females catight m both wards were 
sold in the one where the price was 
raited, and all the males vice versa 
Then the government got tired of it, 
and no further reward was given. 


The mongoose, it niav bo recalled, 


was imported into tho West Indies in 
the seventies of last century, to ex- 
terminate the rats which ravaged the 
cane fields. 
They did this most ef- 


fectually, but, having destroyed the 
rats, they turned thoir attention to 
poultry and bird".

present time would, according to the 
best estimate available at the mo- 
ment, be 3n the neighborhood of $1G,- 
800,000,000. By the listing before the 
war, which is chiefly for the fiscal 
year ended in October, 1913, the larg- 
est national debt was that of France, 
with Russia second, the United King- 
dom third, Italy fourth, and Spain 
fifth.
